|AUTOIST KILLED; 


WIFE NEAR DEATH 


Clarence McKenzie Victim of 
Crash with a Speeding 
Trolley Car Near 
Albany, N. Y. 


FELT DISASTER WAS NEAR 


Woman's Premonition Ignored; 
She Tries to End Her Own 
Life When News of Acci- 
dent Reaches Her. 


New York, June 6.—[{Special.}—Clarence 
McKenzie president of the Standard Brake 
company, was instantly killed in an auto- 
mobile crash near Albany tonight. Within an 
hour his wife, hearing of his death, sought to 
end her own life, but was prevented by her 
mother, Mra. Brasier. She is in a critical 
condition. 

McKenzie was acting as an observer In 
the 200 miles’ endurance run conducted by 
the New York Motor club, from here to Al- 
bany. His wife had a premonition of dis- 
aster and begged him not to make the trip. 
He laughed at her fears and set off from his 
home at 250 West Eighty-eighth street wav- 
ing her farewell and telling her to keep din- 
ner. As the car bore him away she turned to 
her mother with thestatement: “ That's the 
last time I'll ever see him alive,” 

When he had not returned by dinner time, 
Mrs. McKenzie became nervous. Finally 
she called up the Hotel Ten Eyck at Albany 
on the telephone. A voice answered over the 
phone: 

“ Your husband is dead.“ 

She fell in a faint on the floor and when re- 
vived iby her mother tried to throw herself 
from the front window. 

Mrs. Brasier restrained her when the un- 
happy woman threw herself against the 
walls of the room and against the furniture, 
cutting herself about the face and body. 
Mrs. Brasier’s call for help was answered by 
several who rushed to herapartment. When 
they arrived Mrs. McKenzie was lying on the 
floor unconscious. A physician was sum- 
moned and worked over her until late to- 
night, but said her recovery was question- 
able. 

Meets Death in Crash. 

As the automobile was dashing along 
toward Albany it was struck at a crossing 
by a car of the Albany and Hudson electric 
line. The dead man had been sitting in a 
mall rumble seat car, which was of the run- 
about type. It was driven by James Swan of 
New Britain, Conn. In it aleo was Howard 
B. Mosher. Both he and the chauffeur were 
injured. 

The roads were bad on account of the rain 
during the afternoon and Swan was burry- 
ing toward Albany along the state road. 
There is a slight down grade on the road 
before it crosses the tracks of the electric 
line at grade. 

Swan could not see the trolley car ap- 
proaching on his left from Albany, and had 
not time to stop his machine, as the Clinton 
Heights hotel hid the trolley car from view 
untfl he was within about seventy-five feet 
of the track. The automobile almost had 
crossed the track when the car struck it, 
Knight was thrown forty feet, over one wire 
fence and against another, and killed in- 
stantiy. 

Two Others Injured. 

Swan, the driver, was pitched out and 
shaken up so badly he scarcely could speak 
for an hour, but Dr. E. G. Cox of Albany, 
who happened along in an automobile, said 
he was only bruised. 

Mosher, at one time a famous racing bi- 
cyclist, now a New York bicycle cop.“ was 
severely injured by being thrown out of the 
automobile. His jaw was broken, he has a 
big scalp wound, and his left leg is broken. 

Local motorists declare the road does not 
maintain flagmen here, and makes no effort 
to prevent accidents at this crossing, which 
vis particularly dangerous, because approach- 
ing trolley cars from either direction cannot 
be seen by road users approaching from the 
west until they are almost upon the tracks. 

The crew of the trolley car made no attempt 
to remove the injured men to Albany in their 
car, as they wére requested to do by some 
passengers. The dead man was laid out in 
a small waiting room at the roadside.

Pettibone, Orchard declared, gave him $100 
before he returned to Cafion City with the 
bomb. On his way to the latter place a com- 
panion heard a clock ticking in the grip with 
the bomb and wanted to know what it was. 
“T told him, jokingly, that it was a bomb 
amd. I was going to put it under Peabody if I 
got a chance,“ Orchard went on. But when 
I reported this conversation to Pettibone he 
told me I had better not try it on Peabody 
at that time. He said, however, that he 
wanted something pulled off before the con- 
ventlon—that we must have something to 
show for the money we'd spent. 
„ Pettibone and I then went to work and 
prepared a bomb for Judge Gabbert. We 
made it out of a half gallon sirup can, using 
ten pounds of giant powder. Pettibone and 
I planted the bomb in a vacant lot which 
Judge Gabbert crossed on his way home. 
We left a wire out of the bomb and to this 
we intended fastening a pocketbook; the 
idea being that Judge Gabbert would pick 
up tae purse and thus upset the bottle of 
sulphuric acid inside the bomb. We tried 
one day to fasten the purse, but Judge Gab- 
bert came toe fast and we had to leave it 
alone. 


Bomb for Judge Kills “Innocent Man.” 
“ Pettibone had to go next day to Salt Lake 
to attend the convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners, leaving me to attend 
to Judge Gabbert. He said we must certain- 
ly do something before the convention. I 
was afraid to touch the old bomb, so I pre- 
pared a new one. 1 Pee 

“As Judge Gabbert started out the next 
morning I rode ahead of him on a bicycle 
and fastened the pocketbook to the wire. 1 
rode off downtown and did not hear an ex- 
plosion until an hour afterward. An inno- 
cent man named Wally had picked up the 
pocketbook and was killed. Judge Gabbert 
had passed without noticing it.“ 

When he reported the result to Pettibone 
the latter said it was hard luck.” 


Sherman Bell on Death List. 


Orchard told the details of his movements 
almost day day, etretching his narrative 
out to great length. He said the next man 
selected for attack was Sherman Bell, for- 
mer adjutant general of Colorado, who had 
been instrumental in breaking up a strike, 
Orchard said it was decided to buy a rig and 
drive out to Bells house. He took Haywood 
to ride in the rig and then bought it for $115. 
The bill of sale was made out in Pettibone’s 
mame. He and Pettibone drove out to Bell's 
house several nights in succession. 
About this time Moyer returned to Colo- 
rado, and when he found out what was going 
on ordered it stopped. Moyer, Orchard de- 
clared, said he did not want anything pulled 
off in Denver while he was there, as he would 
surely be arrested. He also said he had some 
outsidé work which was more important. 
Orchard had now brought his story down 
to August, 1905. The witness went back to 
June of that year, however, to tell of another 
attempt on Judge Goddard, This was made 
a few days after the failure to get Judge 
Gabbert. The bomb for Judge Goddard was 
planted in a grass plot near the gate leading 
into the front yard of his residence. The con- 
nection with the bomb broke in some manner 
without exploding it. Orchard said he ex- 
amined the place and found the grass dead 
where the bomb was planted, this being due 
to the escaping sulphuric acid fumes. 
After this,“ Orchard said, Moyer told 
me he thought we ought to get rid of Johnny 
Neville, who knew too much about the Inde- 
pendence depot affair and was demanding 
money.“ 


Haywood Orders Steunenberg's Death. 


Then for the flrat time the witness came 
down to the Steunenberg case. 

* Haywood suggested,“ he said, that we 
ought to get ex-Gov. Steunenberg. He 
thought that ſij we got him after letting him 
go for seven or eight years and then went 
back to Paterson, N. J., and wrote letters to 
Judge Gabbert, Judge Goddard, Peabody, 
Bell, and others, telling them they would get 
the same thing as Steunenberg, it would show 
them they were not forgotten; either, and 
| would have a good effect. Moyer said it 
would be better than killing them; that it 
would be a living death, for they would be 
confronted by the thought always of some- 
body waiting for them. . 

“ Haywood said he had sent several men 
to Caldwell to do the Steunenberg job. Xmong 
them were Minister, Art Bascom, McCarthy, 
and Steve Adams. Minister was a miner 
a member ofthe union, I didn’t know McCar- 
thy. Pettibone and Haywood told me that 
Steve Adams and Jack Simpkins were in 
Idaho to get rid of some claim jumpers. They 
were then going after Steunenberg. 


Defense Fails to Stem Flood. 


“J went to California after this conversa- 
tion. When I got back I talked with Ad- 
ams, Haywood, and Pettibone. Adams said 
that the money Haywood and Pettibone had 
gent him to Idaho had miscarried and he 
never got it. For this reason he had not 
gone to Caldwell. Adams said he had got 
rid of the claim jumpers all right.“ 

Attorney Richardson objected to all the 
testimony as to what Adams had said. The 
objection was overruled on the ground that 
Orchard had told Pettibone all that Adams 
had said. 

Continuing after the luncheon recess, Or- 
chard said he started for Idaho two days 
after talking with Moyer and the others on 
the subject. Pettibone helped him get his 
trunk ready. He put the Peabody bomb 
prepared for use at Cafion City in the trunk 
and took it along. Pettibone knew about 
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Before starting for Idaho,“ said Orchard, 
“Mr. Hayw gave me $240 in cash. He 
had given me before this. I was to send 
to Mr. Pettione for any additional funds. 
Moyer, Haywood, and Pettibone were all 
present when this arrangement was made. 
I went from Denver to Salt Lake, spent four 
or five days there and then came on to 
— Idaho, stopping at the Commercial 

otel. 1 


Pettibone Directs Death Hunt. 


“I registered as Thomas Hogan. After 
being in Nampa three days I went to the 
Pacific hotel at Caldwell. I registered again 
as Thomas Hogan. I began at once to make 
inquiries about Gov. Steunenberg. This was 
about the 6th of September, 1905. I staid 
in Caldwell ¢wo or three days. I found out 
where Steunenberg lived and learned that 
he was not at home. I came on to Boise to 
try to locate him here. I was told he was 
living at the Idaho hotel. The Portland 
exposition was going on at the time and I 
decided to go there for a few days. 

Then I went to Seattle to look at a ranch. 
Pettibone had told me to do this. He thought 
it might be a good thing to have a ranch 
where he could hide out whenever it became 
necessary. From Seattle L went to Spokane

Steunenberg at 
once, said Orchard, “ but could not. We 
went out to his residence several times and 
then finally saw him in the Saratoga hotel on 
Sunday evening. In the meantime we had 
fixed up the bomb, so Simpkins and I took the 
bomb out at once and set it under the side 
walk with a string stretched across the walk 
so when he struck it, it weuld upset a bottle 
of sulphuric acid. | 

We went back to the hotel to wait, but 
heard nothing. After two or three hours we 
went out and got the bomb. We found some 
one had broken the string, but had not upset 
the bottle. We hid the bomb in some weeds. 
The bomb was made in a wooden box just 
big enough to hold ten pounds of powder. 


Simpkins Quits; Orchard Hunts Alone. 


Next day Simpkins concluded he had 
better not stay around any longer for he had 
geen several persons who knew him. He 
thought it might go hard with me if I was 
caught in his company. He said I had better 
remain and finish the job alone. This was 
some time in November, 1905. 

“ Simpkins all this time was a member of 
the executive board of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners. After he went away I tried 
to catch Gov. Steunenberg downtown some 
night eo I could slip out and plant the bomb 
for him near his home. He was out of the 
city a large part of the time. Once I came 
to Boise, but could not find him here. I re- 
turned to Caldwell and stopped at the Sara- 
toga hotel, carrying the bomb in my grip. 

I finally located Gov. Steunenberg Christ- 
mas night, 1005, and, taking the sawed off 
pump shotgun Pettibone had given me, I 
went out to his house. I heard the governor 
coming and tried to get the two parts of 
the gun together, but had not succeeded be- 
fore he passed into the house. I then went 
downtown again, 


How He Slew the Governor. 


The next time I saw the governor he was 
sitting im the Saratoga hotel. I went up to 
my room and got the bomb and hurried out 
to the Steunenberg house and planted the 
bomb by the gate. I then started back to 
the hotel, and when about two blocks away 
I met Steunenberg on his way home. I ran 
as fast as I could toward the hotel, but had 
not reached it when the explosion occurred. 
“YT went to my room to do up some acid 
and giant caps and things in a package. As 
I was doing soa giant cap in my pocket ex- 
ploded and tore one side of my coat out. I 
was afraid everybody in the hotel had heard 
the explosion. I waited a while, but there 
was no indication that any one heard what 
had occurred in my room. I went down- 
stairs and remained at the hotel until Mom 
day, when I was arrested.“ 

Orchard had finished his story at 2:35, and 
Mr. Hawley, after a dramatic pause, pro- 
ceeded to bring out the details of events of 
Orchard’s arrest. Orchard said after his 
arrest he received a letter from Pettibone. 
It was unsigned. The state is believed to 
have the original letter in its possession.

Later Orchard said Haywood had also 
told him he had sent Adams to Pocatello, 
Idaho, to throw some “ Pettibone dope,“ or 
Grecian fire, into a train of nonunion miners 
that was expected to pass through there. 

Orchard’s story was done. 

“You may cross examine,” said Mr. Haw- 
ley, turning to Attorney Richardson of the 
defense. The latter began without a moment’s 
hesitation. 

Mr. Richardson had only proceeded a littls 
way with his task when coum adjourned 
until tomorrow.

SAILOR EXCLUDED BECAUSE

Awarded Only Price He Paid for Ticket 
to Dancing Pavilion by Court at New- 
port—Appeal to Be Taken. 


Newport, R. I., June 6.—A verdict for 25 
cents, the price of his ticket, was returned by 
a jury by direction of Justice Sweetland to- 
day in the case of Chief Yeoman Fred J. 
Buenzle of the United States Naval Training 
station, who was excluded from a dancing 
pavilion last summer because he wore the 
uniform of the United States navy.

great rallroad promoters and too successful 
application of their methods to judicial mat- 
ters have produced trouble for some of the 


to clean up. 

Some of the masters have been rebating ” 
on fees. They have been offering “ bargain 
sales in justice and have been soliciting 
business with something of the energy of 
life insurance agents. 

These practices have produced an explo- 
sion in the Chicaga Bar association, and the 
board of managers has protested to the 
judges. 

It is admitted generally by attorneys that 
some of the masters have worked out a sys- 
tem which is as bad as the old justice of 
the peace methods and worse in that it in- 
volves the bigger iesues of a chancery court 
and puts the stigma of “ commercialized 
justice on the decisions of the courts them- 


selves. 
Judges Will Take Action. 


Superior and Circuit court judges who have 
had their attention called by the bar associa- 
tlon to the practices of some of the masters 
will meet within a week to decide whether the 
charges demand an investigation. 

Chief Justice Ben M. Smith of the Superior 
court and Chief Justice Richard S. Tuthill 
of the Clreuit court will call meetings of 
their associates and will lay the charges be- 
fore them, 

Justices of the peace were eliminated from 
the Chicago processes because, for one 
reason, they had a habit of finding in favor 
of the man who brought them the case and 
paid them the fee. The charge against the 
masters is practically the same. 

Officials of the bar association who have 
called the attention of the judges to the 
conditions complained of say they have evi- 
dence and facts to prove their charge that 
masters solicit buginess by promising a re- 
duction in fees and by offering rebates either 
to the attorneys who bring them business or 
to the clients of the attorneys. 

This evidence, they say, will be given to 
the judges if they want to investigate it. 
One interesting feature is that there is no 
denial of the assertion that business is sol- 
icited by offers of cut rates.“ 

When a master has violated the ethics of his 
office by soliciting a case and has been given 
the case through the good offices of the at - 
torney for the plaintiff, it would require ex- 
traordinary self-control to enable him to 
avoid finding for the man who has brought 
him the case and given him the fee. 

When further it is considered that in the 
majority of cases in which a magter’s report 
is submitted to a judge it is sustained and 
becomes the court’s decision, it is apparent 
that the outcome of a chancery case may 
have been determined by collusion between a 
master and an attorney whether they them- 
eelves recognize it or not. i 

Only Some Are Named. 

The charges are made against some of 
the masters and they are not named It is 
known that others are above suspicion on this 
score. 

In spite of the seriousness of the charges 
the judges are endeavoring to take the mat- 
ter calmly. Judge Barnes has had the matter 
up with D. T. Machett, the master credited 
to him, and said yesterday that fe had been 
assured by his appointee that no such prac- 
tices had been adopted by him. 

Judge Gibbons said the charges were recur- 
rent and had been aired seven or eight years 
ago. At the same time he expressed perfect 
confidence in his master, 8. B. Jamieson. 
Judge Smith, head of the Superior court 
judges, said he would not call a special meet- 
ing of his associates, but that a meeting was 
being arranged for next week and that the 
charges would be laid before the judges 
then for whatever action they wished to take. 

Judge Tuthill for the Circuit court judges 
said the same course would be followed. 


Two Remedies Are Offered. 

Im connection with the charges two sug- 
gestions are made, One is that the numbor 
of masters be reduced, it being asserted 
that there are at least twice the number re- 
quired. The other is that it be made impossi- 
ble for lawyers interested in a case to select 
the master. 

By reason of the fact that there are too 
many masters ahd, further, because the office 
is not profitable in prosperous times, there 
is a scramble by the less conscientious and 
more “ enterprising ’’ ones to get business, 
and because the lawyers can ask that a 
certain master be appointed and have him ap- 
pointed by a judge, it is possible for the rebat- 
ing deals to be put through.

Many Fees Mount High. 

There are three classes of cases which the 
offending masters seek to get, foreclosures, 
partition suits, and mechanics’ liens suits. 
The fees come partly from the per cent al- 
lowed on the sale of property ordered in 
foreclosure and partly from the writing of 
the report which is submitted to the court. 

The latter fees have been known to mount 
as high as $1,000 to $3,000, and usually are 
paid by the attorney in whose favor the re- 
port is made, he taking the report to the 
judge and paying the master. A rebate of 
part of the fees would be au inducement to 
ask for the appointment of a particular mas- 
ter. Fees on the sale of property are limited 
to $200 in any one case, 8 per cent being al- 
lowed on the first $200 and 1% per cent on the 
remaining up to a total fee of $200, 

It has been the practice of some of the 
masters to watch the Law Bulletin for the 
notice of a foreclosure, partition, or mechan- 

lien suit, and then to offer the attorneys 
for the plaintiff a rebate on the fees to secure 
the case.

PLEA ON CRUELTY PHASE. 


Howard’s Attorney Says Charges 
Are Seandalous and Irrele- 
vant; Shearn Refutes. 


New York, June $.—[Special. I- The Gould 
separation suit had its first day in court 
today when Justice McCall of thé Supreme 
court heard argument and reserved his de- 
cision on the application of Delancey Nicoll, 
representing Howard Gould, to have stricken 
out as scandalous and irrelevant certain 
parts of the complaint on which Mrs. Kath- 
rine Clemmons Gould bases her demand for 
legal separation, with permanent alimony. 
Nicoll also asked an extension of the time 
within which his client must answer the 
charges in the complaint. 

The main allegations that Gould would 
like to have expurgated from the record 
read as follows: 

That for more than two years prior to 
the commencement of this action, defendant 
(Howard Gould) caused plaintiff (Mrs. 
| Gould) to be constantly surrounded in the 
‘ plaintiff's home, or wherever the plaintiff 
sojourned, by spies and detectives, whose 
surveillance of plaintiff was a harassing an- 
noyance, a wanton insult and humiliation 
to the plaintiff, as maliciously calculated 
and intended by the defendant. 


Letters Are Tampered With. 

That in August, 1906, defendant caused 
his agent. one Malloy, to change the lock 
upon the mail bag used by plaintiff for the 
transmission of plaintiff's mail received at 
the postoffice at Port Washington, and pro- 
cured and caused said Malloy to open, read, 
and intercept sealed letters addressed to 
» plaintiff and report to defendant the contents 
of the same. 

“That, during the years 1904, 1905, 1906, 
and down to the commencement of this ac- 
tion, defendant maintained illicit and im- 
moral relations with divers women of bad 
character, and conducted himself in this

In his address in court Attorney Nicoll said 
all objectionable allegations in that part of 
the complaint which demands separation 
were on the ground of cruel and inhuman 
treatment. He declared examination of the 
authorities would show that legal cruelty 
consists in the first place in physical injury, 
then a threat of bodily injury, and lastly 
mental pain or anguish resulting in bodily 
injury. 

Denies Basis for Charge. 

Mr. Nicoll then analyzed the various ob- 
jectionable allegations, and argued that no- 
where in any of them was there sufficient al- 
legation to constitute a charge of cruelty such 
as the courts would recognize. 

The charge of adultery, as implied by the 
allegation of consorting with immoral wom- 
en, should either be made openly or not at all, 
argued Mr. Nicoll. If Mrs. Gould meant to 
accuse her husband of adultery she could 
not do so in a separation suit. Even the 
charge of lascivious relations with women 
would be stricken out under previous de- 
cisions, said Mr. Nicoll, as such relations do 
not constitute legal cruelty. 

In replying to Mr. Nicoll’s argument, Clar- 
t ence Shearn, counsel for Mrs. Gould, said if

Four of the unlucky eleven were men who 
never saw the inside of the poolship. They 
were traveling innocently on the Robert E. 
Burke from Indiana Harbor to South Chicago, 
and were arrested at the dock while the pool- 
ship’s tender was making a triumphant es- 
cape with the real gamblers on board. 

Less than 100 game sports braved the 
chance of arrest to travel out to the be- 
leaguered ship. They had plenty of excite- 
ment without the betting before the day was 
over. There were almost as many detectives 
on the boat as players, and the money taken 
in by the books barely paid the expenses of 
the wireless service. 


Serious Clash Narrowly Avoided. 


A serious clash was avoided narrowly at 
one time, when Bud White announced 
that the police would not be allowed to go 
to Indiana with the escaping gamblers. It 
ended with the police going along. 

The police, not content with arresting men 
from the tender, followed gamblers through 
Indiana and picked up two that were left 
when the train crossed the Chicago line. 
Bud White escaped to Hammond. 

The activity began at 10:30 in the morning, 
when the City of Traverse steamed out of 
the Ninety-fourth street slip and took its 
position just over the Indiana line. No pas- 
sengers were on board and no poolroom ap- 
paratus. Chief Shippy iseued orders to make 
arrests as the tender brought passengers 
back after the races. He sent twenty-six 
men, headed by Sergeant Philip Miller and 
Sergeant William Schubert, to South Chi- 
cago. Eighteen went out to the Traverse 
with the first boat load of passengers, con- 
sisting of twenty-two men. 

Betting in the afternoon was slow. There 
was no enthusiasm. At 4:80 o'clock several 
men said they wanted to go home. So the 
Burke started ashore with a dozen or 80 
gamblers om board. Four policemen, headed 
by Detective J. P. Walsh, went with them.

All legislation which is intended to abolish

Greater governmental control of corpora- 
tions is bound to come, and, within reasonable 
Umits, it should be welcomed by the corpora- 
tions themselves. Fair minded commissions 
with supervisory powers could be of great as- 
sistance, but arbitrary authority over the 
physical operation of property without a cor- 
responding financial responsibility contains 
the germ of disaster.“

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PLAN STATE BRYAN BOOM. 


ILLINOIS DEMOCRATS AWAIT THE 
NEBRASKAN TOMORROW. 


Representative Committee Will Pre- 


pare to Hand Delegates te Come | 


moner—Iroquois Club Fails to Join 
with Jefferson—Believed to Have a 
Candidate in Jacob M. Dickinson 
as Surprise—Is Heralded as South- 
ern Man and Rooseveltian. 


William Jennings Bryan is expected to come 
to Chicago from the east tomorrow and sun- 
dry persons from various parts of Illinois and 
Chicago will gather at the Jefferson club in 
the fashion of a committee meeting to ar- 
range for handing over [illinois to Mr. Bryan 
in the next democratic national convention. 
This is merely a coincident inasmuch as Mr. 
Bryan, if he arrives, does not come to take 
part in the deliberations of the Bryan cam- 
paign committee. which will be composed of 
various democrats who were in the Hearst 
column in 1904. 

While these arrangements are being made 
the rival democratic club of the Jefferson or- 
ganization, the Iroquois club, will be pre- 
paring itself to declare for a brand new can- 
didate in the person of a Chicagoan, a man 
who has been associated with Roosevelt 
and a member of the Iroquoisclub. 


Dickinson May Be Candidate. 

President John W. Eckhardt of the club, 
who is preparing the organization to bring 
out this unknown, refuses to make known his 
name, but other members have hazarded the 
guess that it is Jacob M. Dickinson, general 
counsel of the Illinois Central railroad. 

Originally it was expected that the Iroquois 
and the Jefferson clubs would unite in plan- 
ning to carry Illinois for Mr. Bryan, but 
this plan has fallen through. The more 
conservative of the two clubs has felt con- 
strained to wash its hands of Mr. Bryan's 

political affairs. |. 

The announcement is made that when Mr. 
Bryan declared himself in favor of the initia- 
tive and referendum he passed clear out of 
the vision of the Iroquois elub members, and 
that they can’t see him any more,

BRYAN’S BUSY DAY IN NEW YORK. 


Makes Two Speeches, Receives Callers, 
and Leaves for Home by Way of 
Washington and Chicago. 


New York, June 6.—[Special.]—William J. 
Bryan arrived here this morning from Al- 
bany, Poughkeepsie, and Newburgh, made 
two speeches, took luncheon with Lewis 
Nixon, and received a number of callers at 
the H house. He left at midnigh&for 
Washington, where he will meet his family, 
and then go to Lincoln, Neb. He will visit 
Chicago on his way west. 

Before leaving Mr. Bryan reaffirmed his 
position for immediate government control 
of railroads with ultimate ownership. He 
said the triumph of Roosevelt was due to his 
advocacy of democratic principles. On the 
question of trusts, Mr. Bryan seid that the 
president had gone further than any other 
republican, but he had not gone far enough. 

“ God never yet made a man good enough,” 
he continued, “to stand at the head of a 
monopoly as against the interests of a com- 
munity.”’ 

Mr. Bryan adaressed the board of trade and 
transportation at 203 Broadway at 12:30 
o’clock. He told the 300 members and guests 
that economic relations should exist between 
farmers and traders. 

“The farmer,” he said, “ has a right to 
complain if he is sacrificed to the gambling 


spirit in some of your great financial! cen- 


tors.“

The way provided and 
the only one legal is by a convention called 
for that purpose by three-fourths of the 
states. 

We have had two great presidents—Lin- 
colin, who ruled in the great crisis of the na- 
tion, and Grant, who ruled by the fron hand 
of the military. Yet neither of these great 
men thought to amend the constitution by 
construction. They adhered strictly to the 
law of the land. Though perils of the grav- 
est nature surrounded them, you may search 
in the records and will never find they 
sought to amend the constitution in that 
manner, 


Pleads for First Principles. 

There are some men in the east who have 
been so busy chasing the almighty dollar that 
they have forgotten some of these first prin- 
ciples which our fathers laid down for us 
to follow and perhaps it is high time we get 
back to them.“ 

„That's good democratic doctrine, isn’t 
t?“ asked one of his auditors. 

It's good American doctrine, too,“ quick- 
ly retorted the lieutenant governor. I don't 
care who writes the sign, I want the goods 
back on the shelf. 

„ The only thing I have heard to support 
this contention that the constitution should 
be amended by construction is the declara- 
tion that state rights were shot away on 
the fields of the south during the war of the 
rebellion. But this is not so. They were not 
shot away—Lincoln himself used those pow- 
ers for the reconstruction of Louisiana, and

SUBURB. HALL IS DEDICATED. 


Kenilworth Assembly Building Is 
Opened with Elaborate Services by 
Entire Village Population. 

Kenilworth assembly hall was dedicated 
last night. Residents of the village cele- 
brated the opening in elaborate fashion, a 
dance being given after a short program. 
Addresses were delivered by Warren Pease 
and Dr. Charles Horswell. A dedication song 
composed for the occasion by Frederic W, 
Root and Anne Higginson Spicer, who wrote 
the words, was sung by a quartet. 

The assembly hall is on the edge of the 
park which surrounds the railway station 
at Kenilworth. It is a low, rambling struc- 
ture built along rustic lines and in keep- 
ing with surroundings.

Who would blame an appeal to the last 
measure if an impotency to protect treaty 
rights is proved? 

“We hope, however, that Ambassador 
Aoki will de firm enough to make the Wash- 
ington government quickly take measures to 
mete out justice to the Japanese. 

Reparation for the damage inflicted and 
punishment for the culprits is expected, and 
it is believed that the government Is taking 
proper steps in the matter. 

It is true, however, that popular indig- 
nation has reached a degree never before 
witnessed in the history of Japan's relations 
with the United States. It is thought by 
influential Japanese that the quicker the 
facts regarding the negotiations now in

CASTRO TALKS TO CONGRESS. 


President of Venezuela Reads Message 
to Lawmakers—Says Foreign Pow~ 
ers Soon Will Be Paid. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CARACAS, June 2, via Trinidad, June 6 
Yesterday afternoon congress listened to 
President Castro read his message. His voice 
was clear and loud. 

He said that at an early date the preferred 
claims of the powers which took part in the 
blockade of Venezuelan ports in 1902 would 
be liquidated, after which an amount similar 
to that set aside for the payment of these 
claims would be devoted to the payment of 
the remaining foreign claims. 

He added that diplomatic relations with 


France and Colombia still were interrupted, 


but that Venezuela was making efforts to ob- 
tain their renewal. 

The president highly complimented William 
W. Russell, the American minister, for the 
affable and conciliatory manner in which he 
conducted diplomatic matters.

Secretary Morley defended the sharp treat- 
ment he had extended to Indian agitators and 
refused to offer any apology for it. He de- 
clared he was confident the bulk of the popu- 
lation in India was on Great Britain's side. 
He would not say they liked the dominant 
power, but that did not matter. They knew 
their interests were bound up in the law and 
order which the British maintain. It was the 
dream of some educated Indians, he said, 
that they could carry on the government of 
their country better than the British, but they 
could not work it for a week. 

British rule in India, Morley said, will con- 
tinue and ought to continue and must con- 


tinue.

nothing but rampant imperialism in his 
speech. Mr. Morley spoke sympathetically 
of the appalling plague figures which fell 
like a black shadow across India’s financial 
prosperity, which was evidenced by a sur- 
plus of $3,750,000 in the budget. He an- 
nounced the reduction of military expendi- 
tures by $2,500,000, the government 
would not, however, interfere with the Indian 
military program. 

He proposed to establish an advisory coun- 
cil of Indian notables. Their appointment 
for the first time in the history of India 
of native members of the executive coun- 
cil of India would enable the Indian voice 
to be heard more freely. He declared the 
British doctrine of tive efficiency 
was pressed too far and said there would 
be an inquiry into the question of centralize- 
tion of government. 


His Retort to Opium Oritics.

JUST A JAIL. 
The sheriff says that he will conduct 
the jail as 3 prison, not as a reformatory. 


It by prison he means a place of punish- 
‘ment, he would go as far wrong in one 


direction as any one might go in the other. 
The sheriff adds: “Prisoners will be 
treated as criminals.” As a matter of fact, 
many of the prisoners are innocent per- 


‘sons, and many othérs must be considered 


innocent legally until convicted. Some 
have been convicted of serious offenses 
and are awaiting execution or transfer to 
the penitentiary, but the majority of those 
Who are convicted criminals are guilty 


only of minor offenses. To treat as crim- 


mals persons awaiting trial on charges of 
which they may be ultimately acquitted is 
an abuse of power. To treat as hopeless- 
ly hardefed men guilty of a first offense 
of a minor nature is an error of judgment. 
In general the best time to help a man 
who has been sentenced to confinement in

The situation of President Caceres in Santo 
Domingo is essentially different, however, 
from that of President Roosevelt. Although 
peace prevails in all parts of the island, and 
revolution is difficult because of the lack of 
funds, it may prove embarrassing for him to 
promulgate a treaty of such great impor- 
tance to the people without attaching thereto 
the resolutions adopted by his congress. 

It is the judgment of the administration

Stuffed Pork Tenderloin. 

Procure a good sized tenderloin, slit one 
side open and lay within a dressing made as 
follows: One cupful of dry gra 
one tablespoonful of minced parsley, one 
large teaspoonful of mixed sweet herbs— 
thyme, summer savory, sweet marjory, and 
sage—one heaping teaspoonful of 14 
chopped onion fried in one tablespoonful 

teaspoonful salt, one — 4 
spoon pepper. It this amount of butter does 
not make it moist enough, add a trifie more 
melted butter, but no water. Stuff the ten- 
derloin and sew up the opening. If it is not 
fat place two or three slices of bacon over 
the top, fastening with wooden toothpicks. 
Rub into the meat well one teaspoonfud of 
salt and one-fourth teaspoonful of white pep- 
per. Dust with flour, androast. When done 
remove the tenderloin to a heated platter 
and put the roasting pan on top of the stove, 
adding one tablespoonful of flour to the 
gravy which it containg. When thoroughly 
brown add a cupful of hot water, two tabie- 
spoonfuls of chopped gherkins, and one table- 
spoonful of finely chopped olives. If bacon 
has been, used the sauce will not need more 


salt.

Peel three Spanish onlons, scoop @ tea- 
epoonfui of the center of each, and half fill 
the cavity with butter and a seasoning of salt 
and pepper; put in a baking pan and cook 
in a moderate oven until brown.

Codfish with Oyster Sinks 

e three pounds from the tail end of a 
* 5 phe and wash it thoroughly. In the 
fish kettle put three quarts of Water, ons 
teaspoonful of salt, one onion, slice one small 
carrot in thin slices, one-quarter of a bay 
leaf, three sprigs of parsley, and a teaspoon- 
ful of peppercorne tied loosely in a bit of 
cheesecloth. Boil slowly fer half an hour, 
then lay in the fish and draw to the side oi 
the fire, where the water barely will sim- 
mer. Cook until the flesh begins to draw 
away from the bones, then Ut out on the 
Graining rack, let stand for a moment, that 
it may drain thoroughly, and slide gentiy 
on a hot platter. Surround with potatoes 
boiled whole, then sliced. Just before. the 
fish is Gone put a small saucepan over the 
fire, and in it melt and mix together one 
heaping tablespoonful each of butter and 
Hour. Add a pint of the fish broth, stirring 
until emooth and thick. Season with salt 


and pepper, add one pint of oyeters which 


have been rinsed, drained, and chopped fine. 
Stir and cook for three minutes, draw to one 
gide, add one tablespoon of lemon juice and 
the yolks of two raw eggs, mixed with two 
tablespoonfuls of cream.

Southern Pacific’s Expenses.
